the Desert of Kordofan, southwest of Om- 
durman. At Jebel Daler, fifty miles south 
of El Obeid, the capital of Kordofan, the 
Khalifa’s shattered forces were attacked by 
natives and again defeated. 

The Khallfa finally found refuge at Lake 
Sherkeleh, east of El Obeid and 112 miles 
from the Nile, where he has passed the win- 
ter. The scarcity of water and provisions, 
however, has compelled him to take his army 
to the Nile, 3 
While the Khalifa was at Lake Sherkeleh 
Colonel Kitchener, brother of the Sirdar,

The nineteenth century has its Lenten 
tasks, but it is not the old task; it now 
calls upon the soul to shrive itself of ignor- 
ance, to go forward into nobler living and 
truth-teling manliness. Today it asks for 
men to rear the temples of knowledge, to 
make homes for the study of the treasures 
of nature, art, and literature, homes for 
the altars of reason rather than the altars of 
credulity.

The path of the storm was 200 yards wide, 
and it traversed the country for twelve 
miles, beginning in the northern part of 
Cleburne County, near Iron City, and moving 
southward.

Except the body of the baby, which 
was found under the ruins of the chimney, 
the bodies of the victims were carried half 
a mile, and nine of them were found heaped | 
together. | 

Every body had been stripped of its cloth- 
ing. 

Many Houses Wrecked. 

In the same neighborhood the residences 
of J. W. Wilder, J. H. Cason, Andrew Stie- 
pan, and Ben Stansell were wrecked and all 
their occupants injured... 

Near Heflin a white woman, whose name 
cannot be learned, was killed and five per- 
sons in the same family hurt. It is estimat- 
ed that about fifty buildings were de- 
stroyed, between twenty and twenty-five 
persons injured, and over a score of farms

Snatching a crucifix from the 
wall Berry compelled the dying woman to 
swear she would not expose him. He then 
rode to Bowle, two miles away, and brought 
back the physician and priest. 
When the negro was brought before the 
dying woman she kept her oath, simply say- 
ing: Take him away.“ The negro was 
taken in charge by the Sheriff, who arrived 
with a posse. The farmers swear he will not 
receive a trial. The negro confessed to the 
crime with the utmost unconcern, going into 
the most minute details with evident pride.

Mayor Harrison’s treatment of the civil 
Service and other laws will be made the 
issues from now on to election day, Ths 
Hamilton club will have out in a day or two 
a campaign handbook setting forth the 
shortcomings of this administration. The 
club has been devoting much time ana ex- 
pense to gathering details, especially with 
reference to manipulations of the civil 
service law. 

While there will be no effort to overshadow 
the franchise question, Chairman Eckhart 
and all the other campaign managers be- 
lieve there are other interests, such as sewer 
building, street cleaning, the police, and 
other departments just as important to the 
people of Chicago. They say franchise 
is the only issue Mr. Harrison has on which 
to make his campaign. But they take the 
ground that he is no more deserving of the 
stand he took against granting fifty-year 
franchises under the Allen law than any 
other citizen of Chicago. They propose to 
show he did not come out in opopsition to 
the Allen law until long after the movement 
against it had reached an impetus that 
forced him to do so. : 

Statements in the Book. 

The Hamilton. club’s handbook will show 
how large expenditures of money were made 
through favored politicians without letting 
contracts, and how the Democratic machine, 
by Mr. Harrison's assistance and the opin- 
ions of his Corporation Couneel, succeeded in 
practically nullifying the civil service law. 
It will show how the Mayor started in to 
undo everything his predecessor had done 
by cleaning out the City Hall and appoint- 
ing as sixty-day men an army of ward poli- 
ticians certified to him by Robert E. Burke.

In the matter of the examination for fore- 
man of street lamp repairs the handbook 
will show that Thomas Redding of the Nine- 
teenth Ward and two others took it.

MAYOR AGAIN IN LABOR WAR. 


Chicago Federation, After Stormy De- 
bate, Shelves Resolutions Denounc- 
ing Him—Teachers Ask Aid. 


- Resolutions denouncing Carter H. Harri- 
son as an enemy of union labor caused a 
heated discussion in the Chicago Federation 
| of Labor yesterday afternoon. The resolu- 
tions, which were brought im by Delegate 
McPhee of the United Brotherhood of 
Leatherworkers and Horsegoods Makers, 
were shelved and a committee was appointed 
to wait on this organization and upon the 
Mayor with a request for the unionizing of 
the city harness shops. 

Delegate McPhee introduced the same reso- 
lutions two weeks ago and President Doyle 
tore them up because the seal of the organ- 
ization had not been attached. They came 
in the second time properly attested, and 
with an unfavorable report of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. After considerable 
debate ex-President Dunn reported the ac- 
tlon taken in regard to the harnessmakers' 
complaint about two years ago. Patrick 
Hassett of the Executive committee aroused 
McPhee'’s wrath by stating Mr. Harrison 
had asked the committee if McPhee was not 
after the job of one of the men the harness- 
makers wanted discharged. 

J. J. Ryan, President of the business 
agents’ organization, took up the defense of 
the Mayor, showing ways in which he had 
proved himself a friend of the labor unions. 

Somebody at this point protested against 
the discussion of politics, but he was prompt- 
ly informed he was not talking to the ques- 
tion. Nothing more was heard of the rule 
against politics in the federation. 

President Doyle appointed as a committee 
to smooth over the difficulties between the 
Mayor and the uniom Delegates Brennock, 
Ryan, and Beattie. The committee is to 
discuss the grievance with the union and see 
if the disputed employés cannot be induced 
to join the union or their places be filled by 
members of the union. ; 

Miss Catherine Goggin secured the priv- 
lege of the floor to address the federation 
in behalf of 2,800 grade teachers, who, she 
declared, were opposed to the passage of 
the Harper schoo] bill. She spoke for some 
time on the alleged tyrannical powers con- 
ferred upon Superintendent Andrews by the 
bill, and wanted to know if the federation 
believed in enslaving the school teachers. 

Delegate O'Connor of the Musicians’ union 
offered a motion that the President be in- 
structed to communicate with the Speaker 
of the House, the President of the Senate, 
and the proper committees, to say the fed- 
eration was in sympathy with the teachers 
in this fight. 

Delegate Keating spoke of the danger to 
bookbinders, papermakers, and other union 
workers in the clause allowing the Super- 
intendent to select text books. He said he 
did not wish to see the teachers reduced to 
the position of hired girls. 

Delegate J. T. Payne thought it was auspi- 
cious that the middle class had begun to neg 
the necessity of organizing in defe 0 
their liberties. 

“The teachers are our sisters,” he de- 
clared, “‘ and we will protect them.“ 

Miss Haley reinforced the position of Miss 
Goggin, and the resolution was adopted. 

The Committee on Labor and the Legisla- 
tive committee reported on the subject of 
convict labor. They have got a bill intro- 
duced in the House. Chief interest in the 
bill, which is modeled after the New York 
law, centers around the clause prohibiting 
the employment of convicts in any kind of 
work that will bring them into competition 
with free labor in the markets. According 
to the bill, they may be employed in work 
for the State and in making articles required 
by State institutions. Delegate Ingram of 
the Machinists’ union thought there. was 
danger of the convicts making elevators and 
machinery for State buildings, and accused 
the cigarmakers’' delegates, Lavigne and 
Kelty, of harboring selfish motives on be- 
half of their trades, Lavigne made a warm

CHARGES AGAINST LIEUT. LANG. 


Fight on the Army Officer Reopened by 
Major Sewall of the Engineer- : 
ing Corps. 

Washington, D. C., March 19.—[Special. ]— 
Charges of conduct unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman and conduct to the preju- 
dice of good order and military discipline 
have been made against Lieutenant Clar- 
ence E. Lang by Major John Sewall of the 
engineer corps. It is charged that Lieuten- 
ant Lang, accompafiied by a young woman, 
wert to a fashionable boarding-house near 
the Cochrane Hotel, and registered as C. 
E. Roberts and wife of Chicago.“ The next 
day Major Sewall thought he recognized in 
„Roberts Lieutenant Lang. 

He invited a brother officer to take din- 
ner with him, and during the evening point- 
ed out Roberts.“ Major Sewall's guest 
promptly identified him as Lieutenant 
Lang. Major Sewall made a complaint at 
the War department, and received an order 
directing Lang to report to General Miles, 
which Sewall was directed to deliver in per- 
son. This order was delivered, and, after 
reporting to the commanding General, Lang 
was ordered under arrest pending his trial. 
Lang completely collapsed when placed in 
confinement. 

Lang’s domestic troubles have caused the 
War department much annoyance, he hav- 


ing been ostracized by his former associates 


because he married the daughter of a ser- 
geant in the regular army in 1894, imme- 
diately after he received-his commission in 
the army. Efforts were made to retire Lang, 
and he claimed he was being persecuted for 
having married the daughter of an enlisted 
an.

The rain that had fallen steadily for 
nearly thirty-six hours ceased this after- 
noon, and at 5 p. m. the barometer, which 
had sunk to 29 inches, began to rise rapidly.

But few of those who suffered had an ad- 
equate idea of the terrific velocity of this 
wind-storm. 

The upper bay in less than fifteen minutes 
after the storm began was sending gigantic 
waves against the shores cf South Brooklyn 
and Staten Island: The Staten Island ferry- 
boats had a hard task on their northward 
trips to force thelr way against wind and 
tide. 

The French liner La Touraine, from 
Havre, was reported off the Sandy Hook 
lightship early in the afternoon, but could 
not proceed up the channel owing to the fog. 

With the liner were the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Uner Pretoria, from Hamburg; the 
Clyde liner Iroquois, and the Old Dominion 
liner Princess Anne. 

When the fog was lifted by the wind-storm 
all off the vessels except the French liner 
started at once for port, and each reached 
its pier in safety. La Touraine remained 
at quarantine. Two heavy anchors were 
sent down to hold the big steamship against 
the storm.

Jaggers Talks of Chicago. 

William Thoms J aggers,*‘Jy-eh-g-eh-r-s,” 
as he says it is spelled, thinks Chicago is a 
great.city, but he has a stilted idea that they 
do things connected with the messenger 
service much better in London. 

Hy ‘aven’t seen much of the city,”’ he 
said last night. But from wot Hy ‘ave 
seen it looks to be all roight. The helevated 
railroads are bloody fine. We carn’t beat 
them in Lunnon. Over there we roide under 
the ground in tunnels, yer knaw, but Hy» 
loike this much better. Hy'd loike bloody 
well to see the ‘igh buildin’s, but, yer see, 
Hy got to get to Philadelphia to deliver Mr.

This diminutive specimen of the London 
messenger service is a most puzzling mix- 
ture, with his pronounced dialect, clear, 
boyish face, and a choice of words better 
than the ordinary American boy can com- 
mand after a high school education.

„Beg pardon, sirs,“ and every other mark 
of courtesy. In every respect he is a thorough 
little gentleman, with enough of the street 
philosophy of a great city not to be at all 
surprised at his present exalted position or 
troubled in the least by the distance from 
his home and his accustomed haunts. His 
eyes are bright, his answers ready and apt, 
and he has every trade-mark of the type of 
boy who can be trusted to go anywhere and 
do anything that does not require mere 
physical strength. 

Chicago’s Outside Messenger Work. 

City Manager 8. W. Luscombe of the 
American District Telegraph company, as a 
courtesy to the messenger ffom London, de- 
tailed the two Chicago boys to meet him and 
assist him in every way to quickly perform 


his mission here. 


The trip of Messenger Jaggers is some- 
thing the A. D. T. is ready to duplicate any 
time,“ said City Manager Luscombe. “ We 
have been doing an out-of-town business 
from Chicago for fifteen years, and stand 
ready to send a boy to Egypt, China, or any- 
where else if patrons desire the service. It 
is a frequent thing for us to send messengers 
to points from fifteen to sixty miles from 
Chicago to beat the mails. We do this be- 
cause there is no postoffice delay. The out- 
side business we do is entirely letter and 
note carrying. Commercial and society 
people form this class of patrons.” 

Object of Jaggers’ Trip. 

Jaggers arrived as a second cabin passen- 
ger on the St. Louis on Saturday with letters 
and small parcels for three addresses: 
Charles Belmont Davis, 34 West Thirteenth 
street, New York; Miss Cecil and Mr. Bruce 
Clark, 2000 Prairie avenue, Chicago; and 
Miss Davis, 230 South Twenty-first street, 
Philadelphia. He was accompanied from 
Waterloo Station, London, to Southampton 
by the director of the London messenger 
service, and set sail for America on March 
11. The New York letter was delivered on 
Saturday while Jaggers was waiting for his 
train West. The Philadelphia message will 
be delivered on the way back to New York.

LIEUT. L. F. STRAWN IN DENIAL. 


| Officer of Third Tllinois Repudiates the 
Charges Against the Regiment 
Made from Washington. 

Pontiac, III., March 19.—[{Special.]—Lieu- 
tenant L. F. Strawn of Company F, Third 
Illinois Infantry, was shown Washingtor 
dispatches of March 17, charging that it was 
repurted at the capital that the sickness in 
the Third Regiment was not due to baa beef 
or lack of rations, but to poor discipline and 
failure to attend to sanitary regulations. He 
immediately pronounced the charges un- 
mitigated falsehoods.” He said further: 

“if General Brooke wired the War de- 
partment from San Juan, Porto Rico, Oct. 6, 
as to the health of the regiment and added, 
as stated in the special: ‘ Shall be glad to 
send this regiment home, but would ask that 
reports made as this one was be not relied 
on. Ask General Hains about this regi- 
ment. The Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, 
Surgeon, and five Captains of this regiment 
hade been relieved from duty to await action 
of Efficiency board on account of utttr in- 
efliciency,’ whether he knew it or not, he 
uttered an unmitigated falsehood and did so 
on the maliciously false report of some sub- 
ordinate, presumably General Grant. Gen- 
eral Brooke had not seen the Third Illinois 
for more than thirty days and could not have 
had personal knowledge of the facts he 
stated. The thing is absurd on its face. Not 
a man in the regiment ever knew or heard of 
such a thing.

DELIVERS HIS LECTURE ON “THE 
DEVIL” AT STUDEBAKER HALL. 


Describes Satan as the Keystone of the 
Arch ot Theology—Asecribes His Ex- 


Evil Forces by Men in the Super- 
stitious Ages — Queries Why the 
Wicked One Should Have Defeated 
Himself at Jerusalem. 


new lecture on The Devil last night at 
Studebaker Hall. By way of preface he re- 
ferred to his previous lecture on Supersti- 
tion,“ in which he said the Christian world 
could not deny the existence of the devil; 
that the devil was the keystone of the arch, 
and te take him away was to destr:y the 
whole structure. He said the number of 
clergymen who had answered or criticised 


present lecture. 

Some of these ministers,” he said, “ were 
honest enough and stupid enough to say 
they believed in the existence of the devil, 
and some were dishonest and spiritual 
encugh to say that all reference to the devil 
in scripture could be explained by saying 
that the devil thus alluded to was only a 
personification of evil.

Jewels in Office Safe. 


All of these guests lost a portion or all of 
the jewelry which was in the rooms at the 
time of the fire, but most of them have said 
they cannot make out a correct inventory 
of the missing articles until the office safe 
ls recovered. * 

The safe is supposed to have been carried 
to the cellat, where the front wall fell, and 
it will be several days before it can possibly 
be reached. ‘ 

Mrs. A. S. Jervis reported to the police this 
evening that she had lost diamonds valued 
at $20,000. 

Ex-Governor J. C. Underwood of Lexing- 
ton, Ky., who had a room on the third floor, 
also reported the loss of a canvas-covered 
trunk containing jewelry and valuable 


papers. 
J. P. Demorest reported that he had lost a 
safe in the fire which contained jewelry 


valued at $10,000. Mr. Demorest, with his 


wife and daughter, occupied a suite of rooms 
on the third floor, near the Fifth avenue 
front, and were in their apartment when 
the fire started. 


Evidences of Incendiarism. 


Mr. Demorest states that When he opened 
his room door he saw three men running 
about in the smoke and going into rooms. 
They were not firemen and he was certain 
they were not employés. He thinks they 
were robbers. He and his family then went 


firemen. Mr. Demorest was apprehensive 
about the safety of the safe and its val- 
uables. 

Thomas Cleary of 911 Third avenue called. 
on Inspector Harley and stated that he 
assisted a woman from the hotel, whom he, 
afterwards ascertained was Mrs. Abner Mc- 
Kinley. He took her to the street and put 
her in a cab. Mrs. McKinley told him that, 
she had dropped a bag containing some 
jewelry. He ran back and got the bag and, 
gave it to Mrs. McKinley and she drove off. 
Inspector Harley held Cleary ‘in order to 
verify the story. 

Of three trunks taken from the débris at, 
Forty-seventh street and Fifth avenue Sat- 
urday afternoon two were claimed by Abner 
McKinley. 


Precautions Against Theft. 


Policemen both in uniform and in the guise 
of foremen mingled with the workingmen 
today, and carefully ‘watched their every 
movement. More than that, the men were 
searched at the end of their shifts. Many 
of the men resented this. 7 

The workmen on the job are each given a 
red card, and without this they aré permit- 
ted neither to enter nor to leave the lines. 
This is an additional precaution against 
theft and to keep any professional thieves 
out of the forbidden precincts. Each manis 
supplied with a brass check, upon which isa 
number. 

While at. work he is not known as “ John 
Jones,“ but as No. 43,“ or whatever the 
card may call for. While this check is at- 
tached to a man he may not leave the lines. 
The 400 men, who had worked for eight 
hours, were allowed to stop at midnight, and 
their places were taken by as many more, 
who will knock off at 8 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. 

As the midnight shift had progressed pret- 
ty well into the ruins and had excavated to 
where much of the missing wealth might be 
found, extra precautions were taken as they 
came off the job. Each man was taken into 
a shanty near by, where he was submitted 
to a critical search by detectives from the 
bullding department and regular policemen. 

It took more than an hour to go through 
the clothing of the 400 laborers, and those 
last in lune grumbled considerably at the 
enforced delay. 


Driven Back by Heat. 


Smoke and steam still rise from the débris, 
and now and then tongues of flames shoot 
up even at this late hour after the fire. The 
workmen have been able to do only a little 
superticial work. When they dig down a 
little way the débris is so hot that they are 
obliged to move to another locaiity. 

During the day the workmen were en- 
ga in picking to pieces the six-story wall 
that is standing on the Forty-seventh street 
side of the hotel in order to make the search 
in the ruins safe. 

The second eighty-five foot chimney was 
dynamited shortly after 3 o' clock this after- 
noon. The explosion wrecked a number cf 
plateglass windows and doors in nearby 
residences. 

A large force of men were at work during 
the afternoon on what was the main en- 
trance to the hotel. It was expected thut 
bodies would first be found there. A large 
amount of small articles, principally the 
personal property of guests, was found. 

Daniel Sweeney, the emergency wrecker 
of the Building department, and three men 
had a narrow escape from injury and possi- 
bly death about 5 o’clock. The four men 
were on top of the sixth story wall which 
was still standing on the Forty-seventh 
street rear corner of the hotel, tearing it 
down. A stiff north wind blew up sudden- 
ly, and Sweeney felt the wall trembling be- 
neath him. Sweeney cried out a warning 
and the men hurried from their dangerous 

rch. 

P’They were just outside the danger line 
when a great section of the wall, thirty or 
more feet square, and including that por- 
tion on which they had been working, went 
down with a roar. A portion of it fell on 
the house back ot the hotel, wrecking the 
roof. The house had been emptied by order 
of the Building department and nobody was 
injured. 

Miss Helen Gould continued her good work 
today and set aside the lower part of her 
house, comprising u large, handsomely fur- 
nished room just off the front basement, the 
kitchen, and laundry, for a lunchroom for 
the policemen and firemen who were at work 
on the ruins. Hot coffee and sandwiches 
were dispensed. 3 
soliceman stood guard on the front 
stoop ot the house to kcep the crowd of mor- 
bid curiosity seekers away, and Miss Gould 
sent word by bim to Inspector Cross, who.

Nothing 
has been heard of her since that time. Her 
friends have sent half a dozen telegrams to 
Mr. Leland and his son asking if Miss 
Kunker escaped, but have received no re- 
plies. 3 

Walter B. Phister, 4739 Kenwood avenue, 
is much worried over the fallure of the New 
York ‘police to find Mr. and Mrs. Alexander 
B. Johnson, who were guests of the Windsor 
and of whom nothing has been heard since 
the fire. Mr. Johnson is Mr. Phister's 
brother-in-law, and the missing man's moth- 
er is now a guest at Mr. Phister’s house. She 
has tried repeatedly to reach her son by 
telegraph, but without success. Mr. Johnson 
was about to retire from the practice of law 
in Gotham, and, with his wife, was staying 
at the Windsor for a few days while he 
closed up his affairs. His purpose was to 
retire permanently to Newburyport, where 
he had purchased a home. 

The body of Mrs. James S. Kirk, one of 
the victims of the fire, arrived at the Penn- 
sylvania depot at 6 o’clock last night. It, 
was accompanied by Mrs. Kirk's daughter, 
Mrs. Mary Kirk Haskin, and the latter’s 
daughter Leslie. The casket was trans- 
ferred to the Northwestern depot and taken 
to the family residence, 365 Ridge avenue, 
Evanston. At the Union Depot were Milton, 
Kirk, Walter Kirk, Edward Kirk, and Dr. 
E. H. Webster. On arrival at Evanston 
Mrs. Haskin had to be placed in bed. Dr, 
Webster said she was suffering from nervous 
prostration.

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DR. OLIVER MARCY DEAD. 


CAREER OF THE ‘DEAN OF NORTH- 
wWhosTERN UNIVERSITY IS CLOSED. 
— 
Known in Life as One of the Most 
Famous Geologists in America— 
Maps of Pacific Coast Districts Pre- 


pared by Him Fifty Years Ago Still. 


Regarded as Models of Accuracy— 
Long Connected with Evanston’s 
Big Educational Institution. 


Dr. Oliver Marcy, dean of the Northwest- 


ern University, died at 8 o’clock yesterday | 


morning at the family residence, Church 
street and Chicago avenue, Evanston. His 
death was not unexpected, for he had been 
failing fast for several weeks. Funeral 
services will be held on Wednesday after- 
noon at Evanston’s First Methodist Church, 
of which he was a member. Dr. Macafee, 
pastor of the church, will lead the services, 
and Dr. Herbert Fisk, principal of the North- 
western Academy, who was one of the for- 
mer pupils of Dean Marcy, will deliver the 
sermon. The body will be taken to Wilber- 
ham, Conn., for interment. 

Dr. Marcy was conscious almost to the 
last. On Saturday he realized that his end 
was near, and he talked to the members of 
his family about their future. To his young 
grandson, Franklin Howard Davis, he dic- 
tated an inscription which he wished on his 
tombstone. Part of it he wrote with his 
own hand. 

Oliver Marcy was born in Coleraine, Mass., 
on Feb. 13, 1820. His early education was 
obtained in the grammar schools of his na- 
tive town, and he was graduated from the 
Wesleyan University, at Middleton, Conn., 
in 1842. 
entific work while in college, and after his 
graduation he taught sciences in the acad- 
emy at Wilberham, Conn., until 1862. This 
period was broken into by several long geo- 
logical trips, on the results of which Dr. 
Marcy’s fame will rest. 


Work asa Geologist. 


He traveled overland to the Puget Sound 
in 1849, examining on his way the geological 
status of the country. He made the trip 
for the purpose of drawing maps of the Pa- 
cific coast and to settle disputed questions 
in regard to the formation of the Rocky 
Mountains. He traveled from the sound 
along unknown trails, through the moun- 
tains until he reached San Francisco. The 
mountains of California were the real field 
for his investigations and he drew maps for 
the government that today are considered 
infallible by experts. 

In 1862 Dr. Marcy was called to the pro- 
fessorship of natural history in the North- 
western University, then just founded. The 
university at that time consisted of but one 
frame. building at Hinman avenue and Davis 
street. There were few instructors and 
each had to teach several branches. Dr. 
Marcy in those days taught mathematics as 
as sciences. 

e honorary degree of LL. D. was 
to him by the University of Chicago 2 


Revered at the University. 


Few professors of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity so impressed their personality on 
the institution as Dr. Marcy. He was twice 
acting President. When Dr. Henry Wade 
Rogers was elected President of the univer- 
sity in 1890 Dr. Marcy was made dean. 
Dr. Marcy was the most punctual of the 
instructors at the Evanston school, and for 
seventeen years never missed or was late 
to a recitation. The archeological museum 
of the university, the best in the West, was 
collected by him asa labor of love. He spent 
all his vacations of late years putting it in 
order, and it was his wish to see it stored in 
a building of its oon. * 

While teaching in the Wilberham Acade- 
my Dr. Marcy married Miss Elizabeth Eu- 
nice Smith, who, with one child, Mrs. Annie 
Smith Davis, survives him. 

I cannot say that I was surprised to hear 
of Dr. Marcy’s death,“ said Dr. Henry Wade 
Rogers last night. He was what Frances 
Willard called a patriarch of the university. 
He built himself into it, and saw it grow 
from humble beginnings to its present power. 
Every one in this vicinity respected Oliver 
Marcy. Every one loved him.“ He was un- 
selfish. He always performed his duty with 
the utmost fidelity. He was always busy 
with the museum in his spare moments. It 
was to him a work of love, and the collec- 
tion bears witness to his worth. Noone can 
say Oliver Marcy ever wronged him. He 
could not wrong any one. In every part of 
the country the alumni of this institution 
will learn with deep regret of his death.“

Sacramento, Cal., March’19.—At 11:45 a. 
m. today the Legisiatura of California ad- 
journed sine die without a United States 
Senator to succeed Stephen M. White hav- 
ing been elected. 

When the hour for adjournment was ex- 
tended from midnight until 11:45 thie morn- 
ing at last night's session it was expressly 
understood that the Senatorial matter was 
settled and that the question of the election 
of a Senator was not to be broached today.

The message was received with cheers in 
the Assembly, but Republicans as well as 
Democrats stated that it came too late. 

In the Senate it was received and read 
amid the greatest confusion. When order 
was restored a motion was made to have 
the message printed in the journal, which 
prevailed. 

At 11:45 a m. Lieutenant Governor Neff's 
gavel fell and the Legislature wae declared 
adjourned after one of the longest and most 
excited sessions in the history of the State 
of California.

Under the Title, “The Redemption of 


Africa,” He Covers the Whole Field

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PLEA FOR CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


Address of the Rev. Mary Baker Eddy 
to the New Church at 
Concord, N. H. 


The Rev. Mary Baker G. Eddy, in an ad- 
dress to the First Church of Christ, Sci- 
entist, recently established, at Concord, N. 
H., called attention to the significance of 
the fact that the church was founded on 
Washington's birthday. The address, as 
= gg in the Washington News Letter, 
ollows: 


My Beloved Brethren: In the annals of our de- 
nomination this church becomes historic, having 
completed its organization Feb. 22—Washing- 
ton’s birthday. Memorable data, all unthought 
of till the day had passed! Then we beheld the 
omen—religious liberty—the Father of the un- 
verse and the father of our nation in concur- 
rence. 

Today, with the large membership of seventy- 
four communicants, you have met to praise God. 
I, as usual, at home and alone, am with you in 
spirit, joining in your rejoicing; and my heart is 
asking, What are the angels saying or singing of 
this dear little flock, and what is each heart in 
this house repeating, and what is being recorded 
of this meeting as with the pen of an angel? 

Bear in mind always that Christianity is not 
alone a gift, but a growth Christ-ward; it is not 
a creed, or dogma—a philosophical phantasm— 
nor the opinions of a sect struggling to gain power 
over contending sects, and scourging the one in 
advance of it. Christianity is the summons of 
divine love for man to be Christlike—to emulate 
the words and works of our great Master. To at- 
tain thereunto men must know somewhat of the 
divine principle of Jesus’ life work, and prove 
their knowledge by doing as he bade—** Go and do 
thou likewise.’’ 

Regal Majesty of Meekness. 

We know principle only through science. The 
principle of Christ is divine love, resistiess life 
and truth—then its science must be Christlike, or 
Christian science... More than regal is the majes- 
ty of meekness; and its might is the ever-flow 
tides of truth, that sweep the universe, create 
govern it—and its radiant stores of knowledge 
are the mysteries of exhaustiess being. Seek ye 
these till you make their treasures yours. 

When a young man vainly boasted, *‘ lam wise, 
for I have conversed with many wise men,. Epic- 
tetus made answer: And I with many rich 
men, but I am not rich.“ The richest gems are 
obtained by labor, and a vessel full must be emp- 
tied before it can be refilled. Lawyers may know 
too much of human law to have a clear percep- 
tion of divine justice; and divines be too deeply 
read in scholastic theology to appreciate, or to 
demonstrate, Christian charity. Losing the com- 
prehensive in the technical, the principle in its 
accessories, cause in effect, and faith in sight— 
we lose the science of Christianity; a predica- 
ment quite like the man who could not see Lon- 
don for its houses. 


Tender Lesson of Love. 


Clouds that swing in the sky with dumb thun- 

derbolts, parsimonious of rain, are seen and for- 
gotten in the same hour, while those with a 
mighty rush that waken the stagnant waters, and 
saturate every root and every leaf with the treas- 
ures of rain, ask no praising. Remember, thou 
canst be brought into no condition, be it ever so 
severe, where love has not been before thee, 
and its tender lesson is awaiting thee. There- 
fore, despair not nor murmur, for that which 
seeketh to save, to heal, and to deliver, will guide 
thee, if thou seek this guidance. 
_ Pliny gives the following description of the 
character of true greatness: ‘‘ Doing what de- 
serves to be written, and writing what deserves 
to be read; and rendering the world happier and 
better for having lived in it.’* Strive thou for the 
joy and crown of such pilgrimage—the service of 
such a mission. 

A heart touched and hallowed by one chord of 
Christian science can accomplish the full scale; 
but this heart must be honest, and in earnest, 
and never weary in struggling to be perfect—to 
reflect the divine life, truth, and love. 

Stand by the limpid lake, sleeping, mid willowy 
banks, dyed with emerald; see therein the mir- 
rored sky—and the moon ablaze with her mild 
glory will stir thy heart. Then, in speechless 
prayer, ask God to enable you to reflect God—to 
become his own image and likeness—even the 
calm, clear, radiant reflection of Christ’s glory 
healing the sick, bringing the sinner to repent- 
ance, and raising the spiritually dead in tres- 
passes and sins to life in God. Jesus said: If 
ye abide in me, and my words abide in you, ye

Beloved in Christ, what our Master said unto his 
disciples, when he sent them forth to heal _the 
sick and preach the gospel, I say unto you: Be 
ye therefore wise as serpents and harmless as 
doves.’’

‘MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER. 


(Copyright. 1890, by the Marquise de Fontency.)- 

Among the principal sufferers in Spain by 
the loss of her colony is the Duke of Ver- 
agua, the lineal descendant of Christopher 
Columbus, and in spite of the hospitality 
with which he was entertained at the time 
of the Columbian Exhibition, not only by the 
United States government but likewise by 
Americans of every class of society, there 
is no one in Spain who is more intensely em- 
dittered against this republic. For through 
Spain’s surrendcr of Cuba he has lost the 
large pension which has been paid for sev- 
eral. hundred years to the descendants of 
Columbus by the Havana exchequer as one 
of the first charges on the revenues of Cuba. 

At the time of the peace conference at 
Paris last autumn the Spanish commission- 
ers, in obedience to the instructions of their 
government, urged the United States rep- 
resentatives to undertake the financial re- 
sponsibility for the continuance in perpetuity 
of the a payable to the descendants of 
Columbus. 

But Judge Day and his colleagues declined 
to saddle either their own government or the 
revenues of the new Cuban government with 
any such charge, and accordingly the Duke 
of Veragua finds himself today minus his 
annuity, which he has petitioned ip vain the 
Spanish government to continue on its own 
account. 

The annuity in question amounts to some 
$20,000, and when it is borne in mind that 
this has always been regarded until now as 
A perpetual pension, it will readily be under- 
stood that the capital loss sustained by ihe 
Duke is heavy. 

There are quite a large number of Spanish 
noblemen, however, who still draw pensions 
and annuities from republics on this side of 
the Atlantic. Thus, for instance, the Mexi- 
can government continues to pay without 
interruption the large annuities to the de- 
scendants of Emperor Montezuma, and 
which, when Mexico was still a Spanish col- 
ony, constituted a first charge upon the 
colonial exchequer. 

They have been paid without interruption 
for over 850 years. 

Of these descendants of the great Mexican 
Emperor there are at least a dozen who re- 
main a burden to the Mexican taxpayer. 
They include among others the Duke of 
Montezuma, Marquis of Sardoal, the Count 
Villalon, the Marquis of Puerto Segura, the 
Marquis of Contelanos, one of the many 
favorites of Queen Isabella; the Marquise 
Villanueva, and a half a dozen others. 

And, inasfhuch as each of them has chil- 
dren who are entitled like thefr fathers to 
Pensions and annuities from the Mexican 
government, the expense to the latter shows 


no signs of diminution, but rather of in- 


crease, 
Unless I am much mistaken the govern- 

ments of Chile and of Venezuela likewise 

continue to pay annuities to the Spanish 


sonages whose names were identified with 
the first setilement of these two countries. 

At the time when they made their peace 
with Spain, at the close of the insurrection 
through which they secured their indepen- 
dence and ceased to be Spanish colonies, 
they undertook by treaty to continue the 
annuities that had until then been charged 
to their respective treasuries, and have ad- 
hered to their engagements. 


Nobody is sorry for the Duke of Veragua, 
who throughout the recent war distin- 


trymen by his intense bitterness against the 
United States, that, too, in spife of the kind- 
ness with which he was treated here. Be- 
sides this he is not a sympathetic personage, 
has been involved in all sorts of unsavory 
financial difficulties, and is renowned for his 
grasping propensities. 

His manners, too, are offensive. An in- 
cident which took place during the great 
festivities at Huelva in connection with the 
quadri-centennial of Columbus will illus- 
trate. 

He was in the midst of his address to the 
young King and Queen Regent when his 
voice suddcnly became slightly hoarse and 
thick. For a moment he stopped, and then 
without betraying the remotest sense of 
shame or hesitation he deliberately and 
noisily cleared his throat and expeciorated 
on the velvet pile carpet on which he was 
f anding, in full view of the court, and of the 
thousands’ of people assembled for the cere- 
mony. é: 

Thereupon he proceeded with his speech. 

The Queen Regent, who is easily moved to 
laughter, and who has a keen sense of the 
ridiculous, experienced the greatest difii- 
culty in maintaining her seriousness, while 
several members of the court, and in particu- 
lar the little King, could not help laughing 
outright. 

It was a short time after this that the 
Duke became bankrupt, his ruin being due 
partly to personal extravagance and partly, 
to speculation and unfortunate investments, 
His creditors finding him unwilling to do, 
anything in the direction of a compromise 
proceeded to extremities, and the furni- 
ture, the ancestral portraits, and all the 
valuable relics and art treasures contained 
in his palace at Madrid were sold at public 
auction. 

What rendered the people particularly in- 
dignant to him at the time was the fact, 
that the moment when the Sheriff was sell- 
ing out the contents of his palace at Madrid, 
and his Habilities in Spain alone amounted 
to over a million of dollars, he was giving, 
beautiful entertainments on a most lavieh, 
scale just across the frontier at Biarritz 
and also afterwards at Paris. 

Subsequently he got into financial diffi- 
culties in the French capital in connection, 
with the disastrous attempt to acclimitize 
Spanish bull fights on the banks of the 
Seine, and involved a large number of peo- 
ple in ruin. 

Today he is eking out a more or less hand 
to mouth existence by breeding a peculiar 
class of cattle, not for food, but solely for 
the bull ring. 

— 

One of the proposals submitted to the 
American Peace Commissioners at Paris 
was that the Duke of Veragua’s perpetual 
pension should be commuted for a lump 
sum, payable either by the United States 
or by Cuba, and on the same lines as the 
perpetual pension payable to the Dukes of 
‘Marlborough. 

The latter, amounting to $20,000 a year, 
and which had been paid to the Dukes of 
Marlborough ever since the battle of Blen- 
heim two centuries ago, was commuted by.

Chief of the Volunteers of America, since hig 
arrival in the city on Saturday has addressed 
over 10,000 people. Wherever he has ap- 
peared he has been met with large and en- 
thusiastic audiences. He has expressed 
great pleasure at the evidences of religious, 
ardor on the part of the people of this city, 
and says that there is a great work to be. 
done im Chicago. 

Last night General Booth addressed twa 
meetings, one at the Firet Congregational. 
Church and the other at the headquarters 
of the Volunteers in the old Waverly The- 
ater. The meeting at the latter place was 
a large one, the place being packed to the 
doors. General Booth expects to remein 
in the city for at least a week and will ad- 
dress meetings every night during his stay. 

General Booth’e anxiety was relieved by 
a telegram which he received during the 
dey from his wife, Maud Ballington Booth, 
who had been reported sick in San Fran- 
cisco. She assured her husband that there 
was nothing in the report. 

In his address at the Waverly Theater 
General Booth spoke of the rapid growth, 
ot the Volunteers. He expressed himself 
as particularly pleased with the work done 
during the.last year. The war with Spain, 
he said, had taken some of the most effi- 
ecient officers from the orgenization, and 
this, combined with the sickness of 222

Speaking of the work, he said that 70,000 
Indoor meetings had been held, at which

The 
subject of the lecture was a famous Lon- 
don criminal known as Orange Harriet, 
whosé reformation was brought about 
through the efforts of her child, who had be- 
come a Saivation Army soldier. Before her 
death five years ago it was said Orange Har- 
riet had been instrumental in the conversion

DIVER OUTWITS THE POLICE. 


ry Harmon Plunges from Roof of a 
High Building Into the Chi- 
cago River.

Harry A. Harmon, closely pursued by po- 
Meemen who sought to stop him, walked out 
on a narrow pine board on the roof of a 
warehouse in River street at 4 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon and plunged into the chilly 
ooze of the Chicago River. Harmon is a 
professional diver, and a large crowd had 
gathered to see the event, which was sched- 
uled to take place at 8 o’clock. Some of the 
diver’s friends—theatrical people and oth- 
ers—assured the assemblage that the event 
would come off an hour later, as there had 
been some misunderstanding with the au- 
thorities. 

Rush street bridge was crowded to its 
limit, and the nearby streets from which 
the roof of the building could be seen were 
filled with anxious people. A cab drew up at 
4 River street at 4 o’clock, and Harmon and 
two companions jumped out and made their 
way into the building. The police by this 
time were making efforts to enter the build- 
ing to prevent the dive, but as the doors were 
locked they were prevented from entering 
until Harmon had prepared himself for his 
plunge. The excitement of the spectators 
grew intense as Harmon, who was dressed 
in a sailor costume, approached the edge 
of the roof, walked out on the narrow plank 
and placed himself on the edge with his 
back toward the river. As he waved his 
hand and dived backward into the river the 

About half way down he changed his equi- 
librium, and instead of going head first, as 
he had started, he veered about and plunged 
feet first into the muddy water. A moment 
later he shot up like a fishing-cork and, blow- 
ing like a porpoise, he swam quickly towards | 
the wharf, where friends threw him a rope 
and drew him up the landing. 

Again the police were outwitted, for just 
as they approached the place where Har- 
mon had been he hopped into a cab and was 
driven away. 

Harmon says he will go to New York and 
dive from the East River bridge. Brodie, 
he says, did not dive from that bridge but 
merely dropped. Harmon says he will dive 
as he did into the Chicago River.

It also requires the Mayors of cities and 
the executive officers of labor organizations 
to promptly notify the board of strikes and 
lockouts, actual or threatened, coming to 
their knowledge, the object being to enable 
the board to get into immediate communica- 
tion with the parties and by conciliation 
avert or settle the trouble as soon as pos- 
sible.
